Latvia And Estonia 
Accept Soviet Demands 


(In te rn a tio n a l New* Service) 
MOSCOW, June 17.—*The Sonet 
government announced in an offi­ 
cial communique today that both 
Latvia and Estonia have accepted 
new demands presented by the Rus­ 
sian government. 
(Editor’s Note: A German DNB 
agency dispatch from Riga said that 
Soviet troops crossed the Latvian 
border early this morning and sent 
a dozen warship into the harbor of 
Riga.) 
The demands, it was stated, in­ 
cluded reinforcement of the Soviet 
military garrisons in both countries 
and appointment of Latvia and Es­ 
tonian governments capable of en­ 
suring “honest implementation” of 
their mutual assistance pact with 
the USSR. 


The communique said existence of 
a mutual assistance 
pact among 
Latvia, Estonia and Lithuania di­ 
rected against the USSR menaced 
the security of Russian frontiers 
and was “impermissable and un­ 
bearable”. 
Previously 8oviet Russia, following 
acceptance by Lithuania of a Rus­ 
sian ultimatum, greatly increased 
her military force occupying that 
country. 
(A Reuters dispatch from Kaunas 
stated that M. Paleckis, author, was 
named premier and Prof. Kreve 
Mickevicius, vise premier and for­ 
eign minister in a new Lithuanian 
“peoples government” friendly to 
the Soviet Union. 
No members of 
the new government are commu­ 
nists, but all are “left-wing pa­ 
triots”, Reuters said.)

Competent 
authorities in London termed the 
report "most unlikely." The German

T. A. Shields moved for a roll call 
and an oral vote and Attorney Sher­ 
man K. Levine asked for a secret 
ballot amid more din and confusion. 
Grabs Roll 
It was when Shaw appointed a 
committee on election consisting of 
Attorney Merle Hildebrand, Lloyd 
Kildoo, Hugh B. Eagleson and Ray­ 
mond Holliday that the real rumpus 
broke out. 
County Commissioner 
Joseph F. Travers walked over to 
the middle of the platform to pro­ 
test against this method of taking 
the vote, instead of having the sec­ 
retary call the roll and then grabbed 
the roll of members. 
As he reached the corridor leading 
to the front stairway, Hildebrand, 
who had followed him, made a fly­ 
ing tackle around Travers’ neck. A 
score of committeemen rushed out 
to see the melee and Sheriff Ing 
ham and Deputy Badger finally 
quieted the row.

E 
VERYONE, surely, with a drop of red blood in his veins must 
have felt an urge, in these recent days of horror and heart­ 
break, to salute the soldiers of France as they retreated, fighting, 
across their beloved land. 


The troops of Weygand have been forced to yield to the 
sheer weight and momentum of the German juggernaut. 
They 
have fallen back. 
They have abandoned their precious Paris. 
But they have battled every inch of the way against insurmount­ 
able odds, and under conditions almost beyond human endur­ 
ance. 


They have had no rest, 110 sleep, hardly time for food and 
drink. 
They have had no reserves to fall back on. 
While their 
enemy, with overwhelmingly superiority in material, with three 
to one superiority in men, with tactical advantage from the start 
of the offensive, has been able to throw fresh reserves into the 
lme whenever required, the French have had no let-up for one 
moment, and no prospect of relief. 


They have simply fought on and on with dogged determin­ 
ation, making the Germans pay heavily for every inch of ground. 


The soldiers of France have a tradition of glory in battle. 
Man for man they surely have no equal in a Europe where mar- 
t'al training starts in the cradle. 
But outnumbered, out-ma­ 
chined, out-gunned, out-maneuvered, no troops, not matter how 
courageous, can hold their ground. 
Exhausted, haggard, battered and torn and tortured in de­ 
fense of their homes, the men of France have been forced to re­ 
peat, with loss of life, with loss of ground— but apparently with 
r o loss of that dauntless spirit and devotion to the homeland that 
has been their badge of battle, win or lose. 


CONGRESS SHOULD STAY IN SESSION 
Republican members of the United States Senate and House of 
Representatives have displayed political sagacity by putting themselves 
on record against an early adjournment of congress. 
The Republicans 
read the mood of the country more accurately than does the President, 
whose chief concern at the moment seems to be to get congress out of 
Washington. There is no public demand for adjournment. On the con­ 
trary, a majority of Americans feel that it is every senator’s and repre­ 
sentative’s duty to stay on the job. 
Members of congress are paid by 
the year and the most conscientious of them work by the year, whether 
congress is in session or not. This is an opportunity for all of them to 
give continuous and conscientious service. 
The dangers that would flow from an early adjournment are not 
those of the concentration of all power in one man, for no one man in 
the United States is going to answer all the questions that arise in the 
next few months. The greatest peril would come from the rise of bu­ 
reaucratic rule at the expense of rule by congress. 
The Corcorans and 
Cohens, temporarily in eclipse because a nation in shirtsleeves has more 
important jobs to do than to tinker with social playthings, might return to 
greater authority if congress were to leave Washington in the critical 
week’s ahead. 
The President, for all his supposed political astuteness, does not 
seem to realize that his remarks about teamwork in national defease 
struck home.* The American people are ready for just, such teamwork 
They see no sense in sending part of the team to the bench at the very 
moment for a rally —New York Sun.

BUSY HANDS EASE MIND 
In the United States, there are 
more people mentally sick than 
the number “physically’' sick. More 
than a million children now in our 
public schools in the United States 
will break mentally during their 
life time, at the present rate. 
Most experts in mental health be­ 
lieve that mental and emotional ill­ 
ness could be reduced to an enor­ 
mous extent 
if our children grew 
up in a more serene home atmos­ 
phere. Also doing things with the 
hands for pleasure is being wide­ 
ly recognized for preventive and 
curative 
measures in 
respect 
to 
mental health. Both public and 
private institutions for the men­ 
tally ailing are offering increasing 
opportunities 
for 
craftsmanship, 
especially for mild cases. 
Some months ago, I visited a 
hospital in Philadelphia, to which 
scores of people with worries and 
anxieties come for short or long 
periods of time to spend one or sev­ 
eral hours a day doing things with 
their hands for mere pleasure. It 
may be with a loom, lathe or easel 
It may be to use cutting, shaping or 
molding tools with clay. wood, met­ 
al, yarn, paint, crayon-craftsman 
ship. And many get temporary or 
permanent relief, or cure from such 
procedure. 
If the mentally ailing can b' 
helped or cured how many more 
might be kept mentally well through 
similar means! 
Many Find Amusement 
Hundreds of men and women to­ 
day 
are amusing themselves 
at 
making things for pleasure right at 
home. Scouting, camping, programs 
and the like have increasingly exer­ 
cised children in craftsmanship. 
The public school, especially in the 
kindergarten and primary grades 
has been encouraging children to 
create and make things with their 
hands, just for fun. Here and there 
one finds a bit of craftsmanship 
taught in the junior and senior high 
school. One finds such craftsman­ 
ship at school social centers, as in 
Milwaukee. 
Often the interest at school in 
working with the hands for fun 
carries over to the home. In the 
schools of tomorrow, there will be 
far more emphasis on craftsman­ 
ship, especially in the high school 
Some children, but all too few, 
have work shops at home, where 
they spend many happy hours mak­ 
ing things just for fun, their play­ 
mates and companions joining them 
I know children 
who have chosen 
to save money in order to buy 
tools and equipment for their home 
workshop. Fortunate the family 111 
which the father or mother or both 
join with the child in making things 
for fun in the home.

SCOURGE OF WAR 
Plight of Europe after the war is over can now be measured in 
part by the situation in Poland. After the invasion five provinces were 
annexed outright by Germany and Russia. 
What remains is adminis­ 
tered by Germany under what is called a government general. Before the 
war this area contained 11,000,000 of Poland’s 35,000,000 people. In the 
reshuffling of populations caused by Germany and Russia, this area now 
contains 14,000,000 people. 
By pre-war standards Poland had as many people* as it could pos­ 
sibly support and the area is now heavily over-populated. Yet its in­ 
dustries are paralyzed by war, crops have been destroyed and means of 
livelihood have vanished. 
Warsaw which had a population of 1,300,000, now has 2,000,000. 
Nearly half the houses were destroyed or badly damaged by the Germans. 
Entire villages in Poland were burned and the housing shortage is acute. 
Half the area of the government general is in urgent need of food sup­ 
plies and other necessities. Adults are being fed at an average cost of 
seven cents per day and children at a cost of five cents a day. 
This same condition is confronting an ever-widening area of Eu­ 
rope. It has long confronted China. And as long as the totalitarian con­ 
quest continues, there is no means in sight of forestalling famine and 
pestilence.

Address Of Petain 
An official announcer read over 
the microphone and address attrib­ 
uted to Marshal Henri Philippe 
Petain, new premier of France, an­ 
nouncing that “the battle has had 
to cease.* 
Approaches have been made to 
the Nazi high command to seek 
some honorable means of bringing 
a formal end to hostilities, the ad­ 
dress attributed to Petain said. 
After reading the address, tex- 
tually, the announcer said: 
“It is too early for any com­ 
ment to be available in London.” 
Petain’s dramatic broadcast, as 
issued by the B. B. C., clearly in­ 
dicated that France had reached the 
end of her military rope and that 
no course lay open but an attem pt 
to achieve an honorable peace. 
The text follows: 
“French men and women: 
At 
the call of the French president I 
have assumed leadership of the 
government of France. 
“I have been thinking of those 
who have been fighting true to their 
old military traditions against an 
enemy of huge numerical super­ 
iority. 
“I also think of those old com­ 
batants whom I commanded dur­ 
ing the last war. I have given my­ 
self to France to better her situa­ 
tion at this grave hour. 
“At this moment I think of the 
unfortunate refugees, the men and 
women on the roads, driven from 
their homes by the misfortunes of 
war. 
I express to them my sin- 
cerest sympathy and compassion. 
It is with a heavy heart that I tell 
you today that we must stop the 
fight. 
“The battle has had to cease 
during the night. 
“I sent a message to the enemy 
yesterday to ask him if he would 
meet with me, as between one sol­ 
dier and another, after the fight, 
and honorably, to seek a way to put 
an end to hostilities. 
* “Let 
all 
Frenchmen 
gather 
around the government over which 
I preside during these sad hours. 
And let them do their duty and 
keep their faith, in the destiny of 
their country.’

17— Heavy 
rains during the spring have caused 
Pymatuning lake to rise to its high­ 
est point since the reservoir was 
constructed. 
Millions of gallons of water have 
been released through the gates at 
the dam but in spite of this the 
level is now at 1,008.27. 01 more than 
three inches above the flow-line es­ 
tablished at the outlet. 
Use of the flash-boards which 
raises the reservoir level by an ad­ 
ditional two feet, is holding back 
the excess of water over the 1,008- 
foot line. 
As a result, the outlet from the 
Linesville spillway Is only a m at­ 
ter of about 18 inches below the 
level of the upper lake which is set 
aside as a game and fish sanctuary. 
At the Linesville spillway, fish by 
the thousands are attempting the 
18-inch leap into the upper reser­ 
voir, and a few of them make it. 
The summer tourist season is on 
in full force, and hundreds of per­ 
sons visit the lake dally, with each 
week-end attracting -larger numbers. 
Picnics are being held regularly at 
various spots around the lake/and 
the boathouse above Jamestown Is 
ready for a thriving summer busi­ 
ness. 
The accumulation of carp at the 
upper end of the lake is as great 
as ever, and persons throwing dry 
bread and cereals to the fish are 
able to see the re-enactment of the 
Ripley cartoon—ducks walking on 
the back of fishes in an effort to 
get the food tossed into the lake. \ 
Seines are placed for the removal 
of carp, many of which are upwards 
of two feet in length.

ENJOYING YOUR CHILDREN 
In those modem days one can 
hardly get away from reading arti­ 
cles on and hearing radio talks about 
the solemn and sacred responsi­ 
bilities of mothers, in fact, so much 
has been said to the effect that 
motherhod is the most difficult tatk 
in the world, that I'm afraid it is 
beginning to effect parent’s atti­ 
tude toward their children in an un­ 
desirable wav. 
In most of the expressions about 
motherhood to which I refer, there 
i* too much preaching and criticism 
it seems to me. The best advice to 
mothers is "always enjoy your Chil­ 
dren, and 
this 
doesn't 
require 
much amplification. The ’’solemn 
duties of mothers’’ will be fulfilled 
if this idea is adhered to, and aL 
concerned will be much ‘happier if 
mast of the other preachments on 
the subjects are ignored. 
. 
In this world—or perhaps I had 
better stick to our continent, rher* 
Is a high percentage of children 
who do suffer from neglect, but 
there is also a great number who 
suffer from over-at tent ion and in­ 
dulgence. Too many mothers, it has 
been my observation, are so wrap­ 
ped up in what they conceive to be 
the solemn duties of motherhood 
that they literally become fanatics 
on the subject. As such they are 
constant fault-finders, scolds and 
worriers. They are constantly upset 
over the child’s health, or manners 
or schoolwork. Every minor ill, ev­ 
ery mishap, demoralizes them. Such 
mothers are so concerned over their 
children 
that they never 
enjoy 


them. And naturally, the children 
of such mothers hardly enjoy their 
parents or their childhood. 
From the day of its birth, a baby 
needs most of all to be enjoyed. 
Nothing is as beneficial to a child as 
the feeling that he is wanted and 
is a source of happiness to his par­ 
ents, capable of arousing such 
a 
feeling as that expressed by Du- 
Bartas. 
My lovely living boy, 
My hope, my hap, my love, my 
life, my joy. 
But enjoying your children doesn t 
mean that even the smallest babies 
shouldn’t 
have discipline and 
a 
habit-forming routine. If these are 
started early and correctly, they 11 
be no hardship on the child or un­ 
pleasant -task to you. Actually, they 
will add to your enjoyment of the 
child. 
If you’ll stop and think instead of 
acting on impulses, common sense 
will prevent you from either over­ 
indulging or neglecting your child’s 
needs, and make it easy for you to 
enjoy him.

PROPER SPACING HELPS VEGE­ 
TABLES GROW BEST 
Where seeding is done by hand in 
home gardens, usually the plants 
come up too close together lor best 
development. 
Thinning 
must 
be 
done to correct the condition. 
Cucumbers may be thinned sev­ 
eral times as they develop until ul­ 
timately they stand a loot apart in 
rows 5 or 6 feet apart, or three 
plants to a hill in hills 4 or 5 feet 
apart. Mast pickles are produced on 
the first three joints of the branches 
instead of the main stem, so space 
must be allowed for branching. 
Sweet corn does best 12 to 14 
inches apart in rows 3 feet apart. 
Tomatoes need 4 by 4 feet of 
space but if staked and pruned to 
one or two stems they can stand 2 
feet apart in rows 3 feet apart for 
hand cultivation and 4 feet apart 
for horse cultivation. 
Snap-beans do best when the 
stalks are 3 to 4 inches apart and 
bush lima beans 5 to 6 inches apart. 
Root crops often are crowded so 
that they are misshapen and small. 
Beets need 3 or 4 inches between 
plants, carrots 2 to 3 inches, early 
radishes 1 to 2 inches, salsify 2 to 3 
inches, turnips 3 to 4 inches, and 
rutabagas 5 to 6 inches. 
Chinese cabbage, endive, and kale 
do best if seeded In July and the 
seedlings thinned to about a foot 
apait. Surplus young plants may be 
transplanted but the plants some­ 
times become stunted or are set 
back if growing conditions are not 
ideal. 


ADJUSTED MOWERS MAKE HAY 
WHILE SUN SHINES 
“We reconditioned our mower and 
it certainly does work like a differ­ 
ent machine,” is a remark common­ 
ly made by farmers who have at­ 
tended mower adjustment demon­ 
strations. Ninety-five per cent of 
the farmers attending reported they 
applied the information to their 
own equipment, securing a definite 
improvement in performance. They 
found only a few repairs were neces­ 
sary, the past troubles being due

to extra loads or strains caused by 
lack of proper relationship between 
working parts. This is commonly 
call^ adjustment. 
Eight adjustments determine the 
performance of a mow'er. Checking 
of all these adjustments will not 
take more than half an hour. The 
relationships found will give a true 
picture of the working condition of 
the machine. 
To check the adjustments, place 
the mower on a level place and 
I block up the tongue to between 30 
and 32 inches, measured from the 
underside of the pole at the neck- 
yoke to the ground. The cutter-bar 
is dropped to rest on the two shoes. 
The cutter-bar is in proper align­ 
ment when the outer and leads the 
inner 
approximately 
one - fourth 
inch for each foot of length. Be sure 
the bar is held in its farthest back 
position when checking. A knife is 
in register when the sections center 
in the guards at the extreme ends 
of the pitman stroke. Drive wheels 
need just enough end play to turn 
freely and all gears must mesh to 
the base to tbe base of the cogs 
without 
binding. 
Gears 
always 
crowd away as far as possible when 
under load. 
When the cutter-bar lifting link­ 
age is properly adjusted, both shoes 
leave the ground at the same time 
bnd practically all the weight of the 
cutter-bar is carried by the spring. 
Most operators use the cutter-bar 
tilting lever to regulate height of 
cut. This leads to cutting troubles. 
Height of cut is regulated by the 
shoe soles. Proper tilting of the cut- 
! ter-bar finds points of the guards 
siightly up and kept in that position 
as much as possible. 
Each knife section must rest on 
each guard plate for its full length 
to give a shear cut; otherwise, the 
hay is chewed off. It is very com­ 
mon to find the proper relationship 
existing on only two to five sections. 
The factors determining the fit of 
the cutting edges are: tilt at which 
cutter bar is run. condition of wear­ 
ing plates, straightness of knife, and 
alignment of the guard plates. 
Sections which are bent, broken 
or ground to a point need replace­ 
ment. Guard plates must be renew­ 
ed before the serrated edge wears 
smooth. 
Lips of the guards must never be 
hammered down. This practice leads 
to choking under certain conditions. 
If the mower is used on rough or 
stony grounds, heavy-duty or stone 
guards will give much better service 
than the standard.

C A N K E R 
WORMS 
ATTACK 
FRUIT AND SHADE TREES 
‘ Two wenn-known forms of canker 
worms attack fruit and shade trees. 
There are two practices used for 
control. One is banding the tree to 
catch the adults that attempt to 
cross over and climb up into the 
tree. The other is spraying with ar­ 
senate of lead, 4 pounds in 100 gal­ 
lons of water. Spraying trees with 
the poison is the general practice 
and ope or two applications are re­ 
quired. 


EARLY 
CUTTING 
AND 
GOOD 
CURING MAKES BEST HAY 
Early cutting and proper curing 
are essential in making high quality 
legume hay. 
Alfalfa is higher in protein when 
cut early, but if harvested before a 
tenth to a half in bloom, the vigor 
and life of the stand may be reduc­ 
ed and curing is more difficult. 
When alfalfa doesnot grow well but 
a loqg-lived stand is desired, cut­ 
ting only after half in bloom is 
recommended and then only twice 
in Lawrence County. 
Red clover is cut in full bloom 
for greatest yield, protein produc­ 
tion, digestibility, and maximum 
second crop. Alsike may stand a lit­ 
tle longer without serious deteriora­ 
tion. 
If dew or rain falls on partly cur­ 
ed dnraked hay, serious bleaching 
and loss of feeding value and vita­ 
min content will result. Rake before 
night all hay mown in the morning. 
Experiments prove that hay raked 
into small windrows, four to eight 
hours after cutting, will cure almast 
as fast as in the swath and often 
can be stored the second day. Rak­ 
ing before the leaves become dry 
and brittle prevents their loss. Air 
passing through the windrow dries 
the stems almost as fast as direct 
sunlight. Shaking of a heavy crop 
is done best soon after mowing. 
Heavy or wetted windrows may need 
turning onto dry ground for proper 
curing of the bottoms. 
Hay in windrows seldom gets too 
dry. The drier the hay goes into the 
mow the less it heats and sweats. 
Sweating reduces the content of cer­ 
tain vitamins, while excessive heat­ 
ing is a fire hazard and materially 
reduces feeding value. 
If the hay crop is heavy, larger 
than needed, and if haying weather 
is unfavorable, some of the green 
legumes or grass may be stored in 
the silo with molasses or phosphoric 
acid. Additional information may be 
obtained from the Agricultural Ex­ 
tension Office, No. 206 Post Office 
Bldg., New Castle.

Gastric ulcer has always been 
considered a grown-up’s disease. 
We now know it frequently af­ 
fects very young children. 
What causes death in so inanv 
children under one year of age? 
One per cent of a large number 
dies of gastric ulcer. 
Such ulcers can even occur in 
newborn infants. 
In Rhode Island, a 29 a-hour-old 
baby became violently ill. 
Five hours later the physician 
performed an exploratory operation 
He found a perforated duodenal 
ulcer. 
He repaired the perforation and 
the child recovered completely. 
It happens so suddenly, few very 
young infants are operated on. 
Babies in the first two weeks of 
life may have ulcers. 
Many ulcers heal when the diet 
is altered in some simple manner.
